Seventy-Seven  Are 
Enrolled  in  Nursing 
Program 

The  new  nursing  program  be- 
ginning this  fall  has  enrolled  a 
total  of  77  at  the  end  of  the  first 
week  of  school.  Of  this  number, 
two  are  graduate  nurses  following 
the  program  outlined  for  degrees 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Of  those  enrolled  in  the  nursing 
program,  17  have  had  one  year 
or  more  of  college  training.  Col- 
leges attended  by  this  group  are 
iVlcMurry  College,  Abilene,  Texas; 
Southwestern  University,  George- 
town, Texas;  Arlington  State  Col- 
lege, Arlington,  Texas;  Missis- 
sippi Southern  College,  Hatties- 
burg,  Mississippi:  Mississippi 
State  College  for  Women,  Colum- 
bus, Mississippi;  Academy  of  the 
Holy  Angels,  New  Orleans;  Fran- 
cis T.  Nicholls  Junior  College, 
Thibodaux;  Southwestern  Louisi- 
ana Institute,  Lafayette;  Louisi- 
ana Tech,  Ruston;  Louisiana 
State  University,  Baton  Rouge; 
and  Northwestern  State  College. 

Five  states  are  represented  in 
the  first  nursing  class  with 
Louisiana  furnishing  56,  Texas 
12,  Arkansas  5,  Mississippi  3.  and 
New  Mexico  1. 

The  nursing  program  is  offer- 
ing two  types  of  courses.  The 
basic  program  gives  the  student 
45  weeks  of  collegiate  training 
followed  by  two  years  of  clinical 
experience  in  the  affiliated  hos- 
pitals. The  other  program  pro- 
vides an  additional  year  of  college 
training  leading  to  a  degree,  after 
completion  of  the  clinical  train- 
ing- 
Hospitals  cooperating  in  the 
nursing  program  are  Charity  Hos- 
pital, Tii-State  Sanitarium.  North 
Louisiana  and  Highlands  Sani- 
tarium, all  of  Shreveport,  and 
E.  A.  Conway  Memorial  Hospital 
in  Monroe. 

The  Department  of  Nursing  is 
under  the  direction  of  Miss  Gra- 
ham Price.  She  received  her  A.  B. 
Degree  from  Louisiar.a  Poly- 
technic Institute,  was  awarded  a 
diploma  from  the  Johns  Hopkins 
Hospital  School  of  Nursing,  and 
received  her  M.  S.  Degree  in 
Nursing  Education  at  Catholic 
University  of  America  in  Wash- 
ington, D.  C.  Miss  Price  has  had 
experience  in  all  phases  of  Nurs- 
ing Education  from  instructor  to 
director  of  the  program.
